CAPE HAYTIEN CABLE, 
PROTEST AGAINST CUTTING IT. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS~A.M.1 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—The United 
States and Haytien Teiegraph and Ca- 
ble Company has appealed to the State 
and Navy departments here to prevent 
the cutting of its cable at Cape Hay- 

tien. According to information re- 
ceived by the cable company in New 
York, gunboat Crete-a-Pierro 
which is under command of Admira 
Killick, who has allied himself with 
the revolutionary government of Gen.

SITION OF GOVERNMENT.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8-—The Hay- 
tien Cable Company is understood to 
be a French concern, and under ordi- 
nary circumstances its interests would 
be looked after by the French govern- 
ment, which has the Suchet and several 
other war vessels in West Indian 
waters, but the company has Ameri- 
ean affiliations, and a large amount of 
American business passes over its lines. 
Some of this business is for the United 
States government, which uses the line 
in part to maintain its communications 
with war vessels at various points in‘ 
the West Indies. It also is a partial 
dependence for government communi- 
cation with Porto Rico. 

Under these circumstances the State 
and Navy Department officials felt that 
the protection of this cable came with- 
in the general policy of protecting 
American Interests. To some extent 
also, a principle of the Monroe doctrine 
is involved, as it carries out the gen- 
eral purpose of this government to 
maintain order and preserve property 
so far as this can be done without in- 
terfering with any of the sovereign 
rights of the southern countries. 

The United States has always main- 
tained the right to cut cables as an in- 
cident of warfare. But this right 
is conceded to governments in 
their sovereign capacity, and it could 
not be claimed by a revolutionary force 
having no international status as bel- 
ligerents.
